St. Louis Members Sign 
“Round Robin” Expitee- 
ing Opposition to Bill in 
Presént Form.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 21.— 
The relative merits of the United 
Railways and People’s Motor Bus 
Co. in St. Louis were debated for 
three hours last night at a. public 
hearing on the McCawley motor 
bus bill before the House Commit- 
tee on Roads and Highways. 

The bill went to the House this 
week after passage by the Senate. 
It delegates to the Missour! Public 
Service Commission control over al! 
bus transportation systems ‘in the 
State. The bill is favored by’ the 
United Railways, while the Peo- 
ple’s company is asking that one 
paragraph .be amended. 

Around that: paragraph (para- 
graph G) the battle rages. The 
assertion has been made on one 
side, and disputed on the other, 
that this paragraph would permit 
the United Railways to operate 
motor busses in. competition with 
the People’s company all over St. 
Louis and drive the latter concern 
out of business. 

The oratory has been supple- 
mented by a flood of telegrams to 
Edgar Ritedinger, St. Louls member 
of the House Committee, and’ tc 
other Representatives from St. 
Louls. Mayor Kie] telegraphed: 
“The adoption of Senate bill 376 
(the McCawley bill) would deprive 
the e¢city of St .Louls of control of 
streets for ttransportation purposes. 
Hope you will oppose that measure 
in the interests of your city.”

Edmund Koeln, City Collector 
and political adversary of Mayor 
Kiel, telegraphed> “The develop- 
ment of our street railways mus:

If you disagree with Miss Lowell's decision 
on the relative merits of the Hunt and Keats 
Grasshopper and Cricket sonnets, it is, natural- 
ly, your privilége to say so, and why. But you 
can’t utter quite such arbitrary verdicts on the 
quality of words and their arrangement by a 
poet and expect to have them stand uncontend- 
ed. even in a casual newspaper column avow- 
edly treasonable. 

“Broadly’’ seems a very proper qualification 
to the statement that Hunt’s sonnet is; perfectly 
proportioned and sound in structure. To me it 
is far from being either. The most painful de- 
fect of sonneteering glares in the octave, a 
meaningless rhyme, an Ulegitimate crutch to 
the scheme: “the summoning brass’’ . Only 
kindly indulgence will make the effort to find 
that sensible in its context. However, if it were 
only the sense one caviled at in sonnets | 
But in Hunt’s sonnet I find only three lines with 
an engaging cadence; the first, the eighth and 
the last, that fina] one which you find cause for 
an apology.
